I told Mr. Stephens he was altogetber 
mistaken. I did know Mr. Davis well, 
and I did not believe there was a man 
living who was more devoted to consti- 
tutional government. That one great 
tsouble with him was his constant fear 
lfe wes, 
us many thought, too timid in the 
use of power in such a war as this. 
While he was tenacious in his opinions, 
he was not greedy in the exercise of 
power. 

Mr. Stephens now referred to the late 
act of Congress suspending the privileges 
of the writ of habeas corpusand affirmed 
that Mr. Davis wanted that act to enable 
him to control the opponents of his ad- 
ininistration, and aid him in becoming a 
dictator. He then added with much 
fecling, ‘‘He means to arrest me, and he 
means to arrest Brown, and, I tell you, he 
means to arrest you.” 

Why, I said, Mr. Davis knows I sup- 
port his administration. Why should he 
want to arrest me? 

‘He knows you voted against this act, 
and-that makes you its enemy.” 

“But there you are mistaken again. 
I did vote against the act, but I 
never oppose the law, and Mr. Davis 
does not think less of me for thinking 
and acting indepe in the Gis- 
charge of my duty as a Senator.” 

“But there you are mistaken your- 
self ¥’ said he. ‘‘Mr. Davis don’t intend 
to allow differences with him. He in- 
tends to be a dictator, and compel every- 
body to sustain him. He has his spies 
and he knows the opinions of every pub- 
dic man about Richmond.” 

I will not repeat all that was said. It 
is painful enough to repeat this much, as 
it certainly was to hear it. I have care- 
fully viven the exact substance, and on 
the most important points, the very lan- 
guage of Mr. Stephens. It was these re- 
Marks of Mr. Stephens which caused this 
sentence in the letter: 

‘* Here, then, is our difference. I must 
admit I have confidence in Mr. Davis. I 
have not agreed with him in all things; 
but I think his Acart is right, and that 
nothing could tempt him to be a dictator. 
He is tenacious of his opinions, but docs 
not scem to use power greedily.” 

To remove such singular impressions, 
if possible, from Mr. Stephens’ mind, 1 
gave him a full history of the habeas cor- 
pus act; the debates upon it; the substi- 
tute reported by me from the Judiciary 
Committee; the difference between the 
act and the substitute; my own criticisms 
on the act as passed; and my desire to 
such criticisms; the views 
of different leading Senators, end the 
fruc intentions of Congress as-to. certain 
sections upon which Mr. Stephens was 
placing constructions, technically plausi- 
ble, but contrary to such integpens.

r. Stephens introduces in the most 
stage-acting style, and then injects his 
comments and claims that this is a “high 
commendation” in my letter of the lead- 
ing parts of a message which, in the His- 
torical Address, he says I represented 
‘‘as so mischievously designed to arra 
the people of Georgia in hostility to Mr. 
Davis and the Confederate administra- 
tion.” Now, what will the public think 
of Mr. Stephens when I tell them that 
this portion of the message thus approved, 
relates evdusicely ta Mr. Lincoln and his 
party; and charges upon them the whole 
responsibility for the origin and conduct 
of the war, and does not refer at all to 
Mr, Duvis or the Confederate conduct :of 
the war. Whereas, the other portions of 
the message which do refer to Mr. Davis 
and the Confederate administration and 
laws, are expressly condemned in that 
very letter as ‘‘horrible,” as ‘‘utterly and 
entirely disagreed to,” and as ‘‘so unjust 
to the motives of Congress and so un- 
sustained by facts.” 

The portiqn of the message [ approved 
was evidently the work of Mr. Stephens, 
and I had no doubt was that portion re- 
ferred to by higyon our parting as ‘being 
on the line we agreed on.” 1 then hoped 
he did not approve the other portions 
which I denounced as “horrible,” which 
hope was a vain one as we shall present- 
ly see. What I approved as well said 
against Mr. Lincoln and the Republicans, 
is perverted by Mr. Stephens to show I 
approved what was horribly said against 
Mr. Davis and the Confederate law. 

I have gathered up the fragments of 
the letter of March 14, 1864, as best I 
could, and herewith publish it. I fisk 
every intelligent reader if that let@r, asa 
Whole, does not exhibit an honest, carn 
est, and I will add, patriotic effort on my 
part, to secure, in that critical hour, the 
co-operation of the Vice-President in the 
prosecution of the war; and that to 
secure this great end, I was willing to 
make every honorable concession which

tion’”’ And yet this letter is mutilated 
and paraded by Mr. Stephens to show 
that I was unpatriotic like himself, and 
agreed with hima at one time: im his war 
on that administration.

Mr. Stephens had any -repatation: for 
truth left, which does not stagger and 
fall under his exposure, he is indeed in- 
famy proof.

But in all this, J think you will find 
that Mr. Davis will agree with us.

Here, then, is our differ- 
ence: I must admit I have confidence in 
Mr. Davis.

THE EXCURSION DISASTER. 
The Cause of the Accident. 


Wasiincton, June 18.—Col. 8. L. Tre- 
mont, Chief Engineer and Geacral Super- 
intendent of the Carolina Central R. R., 
telegraphs a from the scene of the 
recent disaster the following explanation 
of the cause of the accident: There was 
the most terrific storm ever known here. 
Six inches of rain is said to have fallen 
in about three or four hours. The cub 
vert was in good order, and so far as I 
can sce isso now. The rain fell in such 
torrents that it choked the eulvert, and 
the water apparently rose so high that it 
soaked through the bank and finally 
broke it. All this work of construction 
was done in 1865 or 1867, and the bank 
is hard and solid all about the culvert 
and has stood perhaps 4 thousand rains 
before. As the rails were not carricd 
away with the bank but remained sus- 
pe with the cross ties, hanging in 
their place, and the break in the bank not 
being longer than the engine and tender, 
the engineer saw nothing wrong. Be- 
sides this, it is at the of a cut and 
curve that prevented ft from being seen 
until within two hundred feet of it.
